^INCE  the  issue  of  the  last  circular  (No.  5)  great  changes 
have  passed  over  international  relationships.  The  move- 
ment to  celebrate  the  conclusion  of  a  Hundred  Years  of 
Peace  between  the  British  Empire  and  the  United  States  was 
rapidly  taking  hold  in  the  three  countries  most  interested. 
In  Canada,  arrangements  had  been  made  to  hold  public 
festivities  in  about  a  hundred  centres  next  year ;  in  the  States 
similar  conditions  prevailed ;  and  the  British  Committee  had 
a  most  eztraisive  programme.  Like  a  bomb-shell  came  the 
outbreak  of  war  in  Europe,  involving  two  of  the  countries 
eoneemed  in  the  celebration,  in  order  to  maintain  their

"If  the  United  Statea  will  heartily  join  in  lock  a  celebration  It 
aeems  to  me  that  the  intended  programme  akould  be  carried  out: 
though  one  cannot  help  thinking  that  nhould  thia  war  result  in  the 
downfnll  of  Germany,  and  cupccially  of  iti  preient  military  system, 
there  will  be  a  general  desire  for  permanent  pence  all  over  the  world 
and  almost  every  nation  in  the  world  will  be  prepared  to  negotiate  a 
system  of  settling  disputes  by  means  of  on  Internationnl  Trihunol, 
whose  deliverances  will  be  '  ading  in  Just  the  same  way  as  deliver- 
ances of  a  Board  of  Arbitration  would  be  binding  as  between  indi- 
viduals in  eivil  mattera.  Then  all  countries  should  be  required  to 
disband,  eicept  to  the  extent  that  might  be  considered  necessary  for 
maintaining  law  and  order  within  their  respective  boundaries  nnd  for 
enforcing  the  decisions  of  the  World's  Tribunal.  This  would  mean 
that  these  vast  Armies  which  are  now  destroying  property  nnd  destroy- 
ing themselves  could  be  converted  into  industrial  armies,  if  no* 
entirely,  to  a  very  large  extent,  and  that  the  naval  armaments  could 
be  converted  into  messengers  of  commerce,  and  that  the  world  gener- 
ally would  be  greatly  benolllted  thereby.  Though  I  have  been  wraring 
Hie  Majesty's  uniform  for  over  Bfty  years,  it  has  nhvnys  seemed  to 
me  that  internntional  warfare  has  seldom  ever  had  any  reason  for 
joatiiteation,  and  I  am  essentially  a  man  of  peace."

THE  MODIFIED  PROGRAMME 

In  Ti«w  of  the  eoniennu  of  opinion  that  the  Anoeiatiou 
ihould  eontinne  its  activitiei,  It  hu  been  decided  to  proceed 
•long  the  linei  previouiljr  let  forth,  with  «uoh  modifieationi 
M  may  be  roidered  neceaary  by  the  preient  apeeial  condition!. 
It  la  probable  that  the  erection  of  monumenta  in  the  oapitali, 
along  the  international  boundary,  and  in  some  of  the  oentrea 
of  celebration,  may  have  temporarily  to  be  abandoned.  The 
ipeei^  Thankagiving  Servieei  in  the  Churchei  will  be,  held 
on  February  Uth  next,  aa  planned,  and  the  AMociation  will 
iMue  a  apecial  Order  of  Service  for  use  by  the  dllTercnt 
Denominationa.  Thia  will  be  aent  to  the  Clergymen  throueh- 
out  Canada. 

The  Educational  Programme  ia  well  in  hand.  A  aeriea 
of  artiolea  on  "How  we  kept  the  Peace"  ia  beinn  written 
by  Profeiaor  W.  L.  Grant,  of  Queen '»  Univeraity,  Kingston. 
Commumcationa  wiU  ahortly  be  «cnt  to  ichoois  in  placea 
which  bear  the  aame  namea  aa  placea  in  the  United  State", 
with  a  view  to  the  interchange  of  shielda  and  greetinga. 
A  Maaque,  or  Children 'a  Play,  has  been  written  for  produc- 
tion in  the  schools,  portraying  the  signing  of  the  Treaty  of 
Ohent,  and  the  blessings  of  the  succeeding  century  of  peace. 
A  plan  ia  being  prepared  for  the  granting  of  prizes  for  the 
beat  esaaya  on  Anglo-American  relations  during  the  laat 
century. 

While  about  a  hundred  centrea  of  celebration  had  been 
arranged  for,  it  ia  probable  that  aome  of  these  will  find  it 
necessary  to  alter  their  plans  by  joining  with  neighboring 
centres,  and,  in  some  cases,  by  abandoning  the  celebration 
altogether.  The  Association  will  render  such  advice  and 
aaaistance  aa  it  can  to  those  centres  where  celebrations  may 
be  held,  and  will  endeavor  to  arrange  for  an  interchange  of 
apeakera  with  American  centres  if  desired. 

CONFERENCE  WITH  AMERICAN  COMMITTEE 
BEFORE  THE  OUTBREAK  OF  WAR

A  Conference  of  the  American  Peace  Centenary  Com- 
mittee took  place  on  July  21at  and  22nd,  at  the  Grand  Hotel, 
Mackinac  Island,  Michigan. 

It  was  originally  suggested  by  the  American  Executive 
Committee  that  the  Conference  should  be  a  joint  gathering 
on  the  part  of  the  American  Committee  and  the  Canadian 
Peace  Centenary  Asaociation.    The  OiHcers  of  this  Associa-

A  number  of  eoiiiplim(>nti  were  paid  to  the  Cangdiaii 
viaitora.  At  the  evonr  t  Knion  of  July  21it,  Chief  Juatiee 
Unwell  and  Hr.  Jiiatke  Sutherland  were  '.  ivited  to  apeak, 
and,  at  the  oonelndinit  aeaaion,  on  July  22nd,  the  OriraniclnR 
Secretary  waa  requeatcd  to  give  an  aeeount  of  the  proirreaa 
of  the  work  in  Canada.  Mr.  Juatiee  Sutherland  waa  made 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Border  Memoriala,  and  the 
Honorary  Secretary  waa  appointed  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee oil  Reaolutiona.  Purauant  to  the  principle  already 
noted,  both  theae  membera  of  the  Canadian  Peace  Centenary 
Aaaoeiation  maintained  an  attitude  of  rcaerve.  The  Honor- 
ary Secretary  abatained  from  taking  any  active  part  in  the 
work  of  the  Committee  on  Reaolutiona,  and  Judire  Suther- 
land, while  he  preaented  the  report  of  hia  Committee  to  the 
Conference,  explained  that  he  did  not  consider  himself  a 
delegate,  and  accordingly  refrained  from  moving  ita  adop- 
tion. Judge  Sutherland  alao  explained  to  t!ie  Conference, 
in  clear  and  temperate  terma,  the  embarrassing  position  in 
which  the  recent  action  of  Congreaa  had  placed  the  Canadian 
Peace  Centenary  Asaociation. 

The  morning  of  July  22nd  waa  devoted  to  Committee 
meetinga.  In  the  afternoon  the  Conference  met,  heard  and 
approved  the  rcporta  of  the  Committees,  and  adjourned  after 
aome  addreaaea  of  a  general  nature  had  been  delivered. 

The  principal  business  done  waa  the  promulgation  of  an 
addreaa  to  the  American  people,  which  is  given  here,  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  the  war  will  neeeaaitate  many

».  The  next  events  of  importance  in  the  United  States  will  be 
celebrations  in  the  cities  of  Washington  and  New  York.  In  New 
York  it  IS  3xp«cted  that  a  corner-stone  of  one  of  the  Musenms  of  the 
Induatrial  Arts  will  be  laid  with  appropriate  ceremonies.  Local  cele- 
brations wiU,  subsequently,  be  held  in  many  cities  throughout  the 
Union.  The  center  of  the  Celebration  will  then  be  transferred  to 
Great  Bntcjn,  where,  between  the  days  of  June  6  and  June  15  the 
great  events  of  the  British  Celebration  wiU  take  place.  These  in 
order,  will  be  as  follows:  ' 

The  dedication  of  Sulgrave  Manor,  the  ancestral  home  of  George 
Washington,  which  has  been  purchased  by  the  British  Committee  for 
the  Celebration,  and  which  will  be  presented  to  the  people  of  America 
as  a  place  o(  pilgrimage  devoted  to  the  memory  of  him  whom  Amer- 
icans call  The  Father  of  his  Country.  A  Board  of  Control  of  Sulgrave 
Manor  eiists  in  trustees  represented  jointly  by  ten  Americans  and 
ten  citizens  of  Great  Britain,  of  which  Board  the  American  Ambas- 
sador IS  permanent  chairman,  ei  officio.  Concurrent  with  the  dedi- 
cation of  Sulgrave  Manor  will  be  inaugurated  the  Sulgrave  Manor 
institution,  an  international  organisation  devoted  to  the  fostering  of 
friendship  and  the  prevention  of  mieunderslanding  among  the  nations. 
Subsequently  in  London,  the  British  people  through  its  Government 
and  through  the  British  Committee  for  the  Peace  Centenary  Celebra- 
tion, will  receive  as  a  gift  from  the  American  Committee  and  the 
American  people,  a  replica  of  the  famous  St.  Oaudens  statue  of 
Abraham  Lincoln,  now  standing  in  Chicago.  This  replica  will  be 
erected  en  the  most  conspicuous  site  in  the  City  of  London,  near  what 
is  known  as  the  Canning  Enclosure  in  Whitehall,  opposite  Westminster 
Abbey  and  the  Parliament  Buildings.  Addresses  will  be  delivered 
by  eminent  Americans  snd  responses  made  by  eminent  British  repre- 
sentatives. The  unveiling  will  be  in  the  presence  of  a  gathering  of 
distinguished  and  representative  citizens  of  both  nations. 

Following  this  will  be  the  ceremonies  attendant  upon  the  presenta- 
tion by  the  citisens  of  Virginia,  acting  through  a  Committee  of  the 
Legislature  of  the  State  of  Virginia,  headed  by  Lieutenant-Governor 
EUysott,  of  a  replica  of  the  equally  famous  Houdon  statue  of  George 
Washington,  now  standing  in  the  Capitol  at  Richmond.  This  gift 
was  recently  offered  to  the  British  Government,  and  cordially  and 
enthusiastically  accepted  by  the  Government,  speaking  through  the 
Premier  and  Sir  Edward  Grey,  the  Secretary  for  Foreign  Affairs. 

During  the  last  of  June  the  American  Committee  will  present 
to  the  people  of  Canada  as  a  tribute  of  friendship  and  an  offering  oi' 
goodwill,  a  memorial  of  the  historian  Parkman,  the  American  who 
wrote  in  a  series  of  volumes  the  romantic  story  of  the  settlement  of 
Canada.  This  monument  will  be  placed  on  the  Parliament  grounds 
and  will  be  executed  by  Outzon  Borglum,  the  sculptor.  Apart  from 
the  Celebration  i:^  Canada,  which  will  centralize  in  Ottawa,  Montreal. 
Toronto,  Winnipeg  and  many  cities  and  towns  of  the  Dominion,  the 
next  great  events,  beginning  about  July  6,  will  be  the  celebrations 
along  the  3,800  miles  of  frontier.  A  signiUcant  feature  of  this  period 
will  be  the  celebration  which  will  begin  at  the  Niagara  frontier  and 
extend  thence  along  the  Groat  Lakes  to  Duluth.     This  will  include

new  Congren  wu  fully  oooupied  with  meararei  of  neat 
national  unportanee,  and  it  waa  thought  undesirable  by  the 
American  Committee  that  the  Peace  Centennial  Bill  should 
be  brought  forward  until  these  were  dealt  with.  On  Novem- 
ber 17  1913,  the  Hon.  C.  B.  Smith,  of  New  York,  introdue^ 
m  the  House  of  Kepresentatives  a  bill  authorizing  the  Presi- 
dent to  appoint  a  Commission  of  fifteen  for  the  purpose  of 
onfernng  with  other  commissions  or  committees  in  the 
imted  States,  Great  Britain  and  Canada  and  other  countries 
and  to  report  to  Congress  a  plan  for  the  appropriate  cele- 
bration m  the  national  capital  and  elsewhere  of  the  one 
hundredth  anniversary  of  the  Signing  of  the  Treaty  of 
Ghent.  It  appropriated  $150,000  "for  the  expenses  of  the 
Commission,  including  the  salary  of  a  '^jcretary,  clerical 
service,  travelling  and  office  expenses,  a..J  the  preparation 
of  plans  and  so  forth."  The  bill  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Foreign  Affairs.  On  December  5th,  1913,  a  dele- 
gation of  representatives  of  the  American  Peace  Centenary 
Committee  appeared  before  that  Committee  and  presented 
their  case  m  favor  of  the  bill.  They  were  given  a  most 
sympathetic  hearing,  although  it  was  felt  that  the  appropria- 
tion asked  for  was  more  than  should  be  necessary.

riood,  on  June  29th,  moved  to  suspend  the  rules  of  the 
House  and  to  pass  this  bill.    In  an  able  speech,  he  pointed 
out  that  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Affairs  believed  that 
there  should  be  a  proper  celebration  of  the  Centenary  of 
the  Signing  of  the  Treaty  of  Ghent.    He  referred  to  the  work 
that  had  been  done  in  Canada  and  Great  Britain,  and  said 
when  we  think  of  the  devastation  and  the  wasteful  effects 
of  war,  with  all  of  its  present  and  following  evils,  we  may 
well  take  the  time  and  make  the  expenditure  necessary  to 
glorify  the  celebration  of  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of 
peace  between  these  great  nations."    Two  members  objected 
to  a  suspension  of  the  rules,  and  on  a  vote  being  taken  the 
resolution  was  lost  by  a  considerable  majority.    Some  mem- 
bers, noting  that  the  President  and  Secretary  of  State  were 
prominent  members  of  the  American  Peace  Centenary  Com- 
mittee, opposed  it  on  purely  political  grounds.     Speaking 
ten  days  after  this  incident,  before  the  Hamilton  Club  in 
Chicago,  a  leading    Republican    institution,  of  which  the 
Congressman  who  led  the  opposition  is  a  prominent  member, 
the  Organizing  Secretary  of  the  Canadian  Peace  Centenary 
Association  quoted  extracts  from  the  two  opposition  speeches 
m  Congress,  and  said:  "I  do  not  believe  the  remarks  I  have 
just  read  in  any  respect  represent  the  opinion  and  feelings 
of  the  great  body  of  the  American  people."    This  statement 
was  received  with  applause. 


The  Bill  not  Dead 

The  bill  in  question  is  not  dead,  and  the  Canadian  Peace 
Centenary  Association  is  assured  by  the  American  Committee 
that  the  probability  of  its  passage  is  much  more  certain  than 
It  ever  wa",  there  now  being  no  apparent  opposition,  except 
on  the  pi '  of  a  small  number  of  German-Americans,  who 
would  hardly  favor  any  measure  which  would  give  pro- 
nounced expression  to  Anglo-American  friendship.  It  may 
be  remarked  that  the  leaders  of  both  parties  in  the  United 
Stales  have  identified  themselves  with  the  celebration  move- 
ment. On  the  American  Committee  are  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  Mr.  Woodrow  Wilson;  the  Vice-President 
the  Hon.  Thomas  B.  Marshall,  and  ex-President  W  U.  Taft- 


ez-Pmideiit  RoowTelt  U  Honorary  Cluinnui;  the  Hon 
Wilhim  Jennings  Bryan,  Secrcttry  of  SUte,  the  Hon.  Joieph 
H.  Cho«te,  the  Hon.  Alton  B.  Parker,  and  Senator  Elihu 
Boot  are  Honorary  Vice-Chairmen ;  so  that  although  Con- 
gress as  a  whole  has  not  yet  given  offioial  endorsement  to 
the  American  Peace  Centenary  Committee,  the  fact  that  the 
Senate  has  already  passed  a  bill,  and  that  the  leading  mem- 
bers of  the  present  and  late  Administrations  are  members 
of  the  Committee,  shows  clearly  the  attitude  of  the  Oovem- 
ment  of  the  United  States. 

Several  States  in  the  Union  contemplate,  or  have  already 
taken,  independent  action.  New  York  has  voted  $10,000, 
and  the  Governor  has  appointed  a  Commission.  At  the' last 
Session  of  the  Legislature  of  Virginia,  an  Act  was  passed, 
whicn  provides  as  follows:— "That,  throughout  the  State, 
at  12  0  clock,  noon,  on  :^-  said  sevent<^enth  day  of  February, 
nineteen  hundred  and  flu.  sn,  and  f  ,f  the  space  of  Ave  min- 
utes thereafter,  all  travel  shall  cease:  all  labor,  business, 
recreation  and  active  employments  shall  be  suspended :  and 
all  persona  within  the  territory  of  the  State  are  recommended 
then  to  address  their  minds  and  hearts  to  thanksgiving  for 
the  continuari'ie  of  peace  for  the  past  hundred  years,  and  to 
pray  that  peace  may  still  endure."  Virginia  is  also  present- 
ing a  statue  of  Washington  to  the  British  Government. 
Among  the  other  States  in  which  legislation  has  been  passed, 
creating  official  Commissions,  may  be  mentioned  Pennsyl- 
vania, Louisiana,  North  Carolina  and  South  Carolina.  The 
Louisiana  Historical  Society,  acting  in  concert  with  the  Gov- 
ernment of  that  State,  has  arranged  for  a  great  celebration  to 
be  held  at  New  Orleans  on  January  8,  9,  and  10, 1915,  and,  at 
their  request,  an  invitation  is  hereby  issued  to  members  of  the 
Canadian  Peace  Centenary  Association  to  be  present  and  take 
part.
